Open their Eyes, O Lord, 
that they may ſee and conſider, with deteſtation and terror, 
the Ravages of their Cruelty amongſt their Fellow-Crea- 
tures. Strike them in thy Mercy, with Remorſe and Com- 
punction, before they fill up the meaſure of their Iniquities: 
And grant, O God, unto us, thy Servants, Grace, whilſt 
we behold with compaſſion the miſeries they have inflicted 
upon the objects of their fury, to recollect the many cala- 
mities from which we are exempted by thy merciful Pro- 
vidence. What are we, O Lord, that thou ſhouldſt fo re- 
gard us! O let thy mercy enter into our hearts, and make 
us truly thankful for thy Goodneſs, fearful of thy Diſplea- 
ſure, and ſenſible of thy Preſence ; that, with hands and 
hearts lifted up unto Thee, we may ſo paſs through the 
Uncertainties of Things Temporal, that we finally loſe not 
the Things Eternal. And to all thoſe, who may be ordain- 
ed to ſuffer for thy ſake, impart, O merciful Lord, ſuch 
plentiful Succours of thy Holy Spit ; pour into their 
Souls ſuch Contempt of Pain and Dfath; kindle in their 
Hearts ſuch Love of Thee, and Zeal ſor thy Truth; fill 
them with ſuch animating Hope of Immortality, that, after 
the Example ot the bleſſed Saints and Martyrs of the pri- 
mitive Ages, they may ſo ſteadily confeſs Thee before 
Men, that having glorified thy Name by their Sufferings 
upon Earth, they may obtain of Thee an Everlaſt 
Crown of Glory, And grant to us alzſuch a denial of Un- 
odlinefs and worldly Aﬀections, tl} we may be able to 
ook forward with hope, and withaifdilinay, te the Con- 
ſummation of all things, and te the Qorious appearance af 
the great God and our Saviour Jeſus Miſt t whem with 
Thee, O Father, and Thee, O Haly Ghoſt, be honour and 
glory, world without end, , *
